The Examiner has required applicants to elect for 
prosecution one of the following allegedly patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I, drawn to claims 1-4; 

Species II, drawn to claims 5-13 and 26-28; 

Species III, drawn to claims 14-17; and 

Species IV, drawn to claims 18-25 and 29-31. 

The Examiner stated there are no generic claims.

Applicants elect Species II, without traverse, for 
initial substantive examination in this application. 

Applicants understand that if a generic claim is 
allowed, applicant is entitled to consideration of claims 
drawn to nonelected species that are written in dependent form 
or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic 
claim .
